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BILLIONS FOR WAR—BUT—? 

Hitler's declaration of withdrawal from 
the disarmament conference and the Lea- 
gue of Nations has set Europe aflame 
with war talk. Every possible turn of 
events has been canvassed, and the sur- 
veys and predictions cabled around the 
world—except one. Nobody has suggest- 
ed that the nations might have to refrain 
from fighting because they haven't money 
and can't get it. 

The great war taught the folly of any 
such supposition as that. When it began 
everyone believed confidently it would 
have to end in a few months; the combat- 
ants would all be “broke” by that time and 
have to stop fighting, whether they want- 
ed to or not. But they kept on for four 
years, and the war did not end then be- 
cause either side could not get money to 
carry on. So nobody suggests now that 
Europe could not finance another war. It 
could, a twenty-year war if necessary. 

There are always billions available to 
pay soldiers to fight and to buy ammu- 
nition and guns for them to fight with. 
How comes it that a few billions cannot be 
found to provide ex-soldiers and their 
countrymen with jobs when there isn't a 
war to be fought? 

Canada spent two billion dollars to help 
win the great war. It could and would find 
as much more if needed to avert another 
threat of conquest. It should be ready to 
spend a billion, if needed, to save its people 
from unemployment distress. 


* THE FLAT PAY ENVELOPE 

The brief presented by the Canadian 
National Railways to the conciliation board 
at Montreal argues that the cost of living 
has come down 23 per cent since 1929, 
wherefore the wages of the railwaymen 
can be cut another ten per cent without 
reducing their buying power below that of 
1929, 

If that is sound argument in the case of 
the railwaymen it is sound argument in 
the cases of wage-earners and salary- 
earners generally. To tell these that they 
are as well off now on four-fifths of the 
pay they got in 1929 is sheer nonsense. 
The cost of “eats” has come down, not 23 
per cent but 40 per cent. But men do not 
live by bread alone in this highly compli- 
cated civilization. 

Taxes have not come down since 1929; 
they have gone up, municipal, provincia! 
and federal. The unpaid instalments on the 
family home have not come down since 
1929. Neither has the interest that has to 
be paid on these. On many lines of manu- 
factured gocds that the family has to be 
supplied with there has not been a reduc- 
tion of 23 per cent. And prices of manu- 
factured goods and food supplies are now 
said to be tending upward. 

It is probably fair to say that the cost 
of “subsistence” has dropped 23 per cent 
in four years, but the cost of norma! living 
has not. And this country can never win 
back to prosperity with wage-earners and 
salary-earners reduced to a subsistence 
level. It is the margin men get over and 
above the cost of bare subsistence that 
creates the buying power which makes the 
difference between bad times and good. 

The pay envelope is the medium through 
which buying power is distributed. The 
thinner it gets the less money will be in 
circulation, and the less business there will 
be for the railways, merchants, manufac- 
turers and farmers, after taxes and all 
other fixed charges have been paid. A 
flat pay envelope means a “flat” country. 


ONLY THE RICH MAY THINK? 


Having told the people of western Can- 
ada their own wild extravagance had 
landed them in their present distress, and 
the university students they could have 
found summer-work if they had wanted to, 
it was not to be supposed Premier Bennett 
would leave the west without strafing his 
pet aversion—the newspaperman, against 
whom he holds a standing grudge com- 
parable only to the fury of “the woman 


Speaking at Saskatoon in reference to 
the agreement by which he undertakes to 
prevent the Canadian farmer selling wheat 
abroad, the Premier demanded to know in 
the finest Bennettese style: “What does 
the editorial writer, a few dollars 
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a week, know about such affairs compared 
with the statesmen of the importing coun- 
tries?” Wherefore, no doubt, these luck- 
less scribes should put ashes upon their 
heads, attire themselves in gunny-sacking. 
and take to the deserts and waste places 
in humiliation and remorse. 

For—there is no doubt about it—the 
newspapermen must plead gy the 
disqualification, if such it be. ey are 
in very truth earning only “a few dollars 
a week,” far fewer dollars than they were 
getting before Mr. Bennett came into 
power to banish the depression, give 
everybody a job and make the country 
prosperous. “Guilty, My Lord, Guilty” is 
the only possible response they can make 
to the charge that they are not rich. 

But they are not feeling at all lonesome 
in their plight. If the newspaper writers 
are disqualified on that score, so are the 
newspaper readers. These, too, are only 
“earning a few dollars a week” at present, 
and thousands of them not that much. 
The Premier's ruling thus eliminates about 
ninety-nine men out of each hundred in 
western Canada, as being unfit to hold or 
express an opinion on the wheat agree- 
ment and other matters of high politics. 
That, it seems, is a prerogative reserved 
for men who have wealth. Money is to be 
taken as the measure of intelligence and 
the badge of knowledge; the lack of it 
as ptoof of ignorance and stupidity. If 
you haven't a million you are an ignorant 
upstart if you presume to speak of such 
matters; that is about what the Premier's 
dictum amounts to. 

No doubt newspapermen, whom the Pre- 
mier singles out for his direct attention, 
have their short-comings. Of their limi- 
tations they may be more conscious than 
some public men. But, whatever their 
faults and failings, they do try to keep the 
discussion of public issues on the high 
plane of public interests; and, dumb as 
they may be, they have at least the in- 
stincts of gentlemen. None of them will 
put into print the retort Mr. Bennett 
invites when he affects to sneer at men 
who have not come into possession of 
money.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Or. Frank MeCoy 
CANNED FOODS SAFE AND WHOLESOME 

The first man to can food successfully was a 
Frenchman named Appert, who won a prize of 1200 
francs for doing it. This wouid come to about 
sixty-seven dollars and cighty cents in today's 
money. Thus began an industry which this year 
will pack four and one-half billion cans of food. 
You may have wondered how many different 
varicties are canned; the an- 
swer is 244. After canning was 
intcoduced into America, no 


cans fast enough and a first- 
class workman could make 
only sixty cans a day work- 
ing by hand. With today's 
machinery the same number of 
cans is made in thirty-six 
seconds. 

A canned food is a well- 
cooked food which has been 
made safe by sterilizing with 
heat. No preservative is need- 
ed or used. The reason thet

the canned food keeps is that the tin stops any bac- 
teria from: entering from the outside and the cook- 
ing with heat kills any bacteria on the inside. As 
long ars the food remains free from all bacteria, 


it cannot spoil. Canned foods that have been open- 
ed fifteen years after packing have remained per- 
fectly sound and appetizing 

The wholesome quality of food is not affected 
by the tia can, which is a thin sheet of steel coated 
with tin. Some foods such as red fruits and orange 
juice, are put up in special cans lined with enamel 
as this is the best way to preserve their attractive 
appearance. Corn is also packed in a specially 
lacquered can because it is apt to form a dark dis- 
coloration on the inside of a can contained. Even 
though the can is discolored, the corn is still whole- 
some, but in order to present an attractive looking 
container, some canners are using the lacquered 
can instead of the tin. 

Many housewives wish to know how much a can 
holds whcn measured in cupsful. A No. 1 can holds 
one cupful or more; a No, 1 Tall holds two cupsful; 
a No. 2 can holds 2':; and a No. 3 can holds four 
cupsful. It is all right to allow food to stand in 
the open can if you wish to do it. 

Cannédi fruits come in three grades; Fancy is 
the finest grade and means the food is the same 
as to color, size and ripeness. Choice or extra- 
Standard is the middle grade, and the third grade 
is Standard, which means that the product meets 
all the requirements for a wholesome food for your 
table. Vegetables are graded according to Fancy, 
Extra-Standard and Standard, with the exception 
of peas, which may be divided into as many as fil- 
teen different grades. 

I recommend canned foods because they are one 
of the safest foods you could possibly eat, and be- 
cause they contain as many vitamins, or more, as 
the seme foods cooked at home in the open kettic. 
It is probable that a human being using a wide 
variety of canned foods could sécure all the vita- 
mins needed. 

Canned foods fill a special need during the fall 
and winter months by providing many attracuve 
non-starehy vegetabies at a time when the local 
market supply is limited. I always suggest that 
my readers use the canned vegetables in every case 
where the fresh ones are not available. You will 
want some of the following on your kitchen shelves, 
small peas, green lima beans, spinach, small beets, 
carrots. string beans, asparagus, tomatoes, turnip, 
greens and okra. Canned tomatoes are one of the 
best canned foods and offer a cheap, wholesome 
and «ippetizing food rich in vitamin C. You will 
also find that the canned tomato juice and the 
canned unsweetened pineapple juice are all right 
to use while on a fruit juice fast. The strained 
canned vegeiables for infants are a great help to 
mothers. Wholewheat now comes in cans, as does 
ham and chicken. The canned sea foods offer a 
good form of iodine to use where goitre is preva- 
lent 


Canned foods are healthful and wholesome for 
both children and adults and I venture to say that 
the can opener is the most widely uséd tool of 
today. The same brand of food which you prize 
goes all over the world and may be carried by 
camel and by dog-sled as well as by train, truck 
and bost. To you, canned foods may offer a con- 
venient and easy way to add variety to your meals 
but to these who live where the nearest store is 
thirty miles away, as is the case with many of my 
readers in Canada, canned foods become necessities

—a Day in Canadian History—

WHEN WOLFE LEFT QUEBEC 

On October 16th the British 
fleet, under Admiral Saunders, 
which had aided in the victory of 
Quebec, sailed from Quebec ac- 
companying the remains of the 
immortal James Wolfe, which 
were carried on the frigate Royal 
William. The body was in charge 
of William DeLaune, one of the 
gencral’s . closest friends, who 
wrote: “To me fell the melan- 
choly honor of accompanying the 
body of our noble young general 
England, his mortal remains hav- 
ing been embalm'd, enclosed in a 
stone shell fetch’d out of the chief 
convent at Quebeck. After four 
weeks at sea we eventually land- 
ed at Portsmouth and came on 
thence to Bleckheath with the 


| body on the 18th November, about 


| stone 


midday. He was buried in the 
parish church of Greenwich along- 
side his late father, who had pre- 
ceded him to the grave by only a 
few months.” 

The reference to the use of a 
coffin from the Ursuline 
convent at Quebec is a detail 
which is not generally known. 

DeLaune was undoubtedly a 
great favorite with Wolfe, who 
selected him to lead the van when 
the heights were climbed and 
whose knowledge of French en- 
abled him to deceive the French 
sentrics. It was, therefore, fitting 
that DeLaune should have been 
chosen along with Wolfe's regular 
aide de camps, Thomes Bell and

angelical Lutheran Church, Stettler. 


Hervey Smith, to accompany the 
body to England. Bell and De- 
Laune were the witnesses to 
Wolfe's will, made the previous 
summer before the capture of 
Louisbourg, and to each was be- 
queathed one hundred guineas. 
October 15th was the annivefs- 
ary of the day when the news of 
the fall of Quebec and the death 
of Wolfe reached London. On 
October, 17, 1759, a London Gaz- 
ette Extraordinary was published, 
giving the people of England the 
great news. All Britain was 
ablaze with enthusiasm. 

James Wolfe did not believe in 
politicel promotions in the army. 
When he was on his way to 
Louisbourg he showed Admiral 
Saunders a ministerial list of of- 
ficers in his army whom he was 
expected to promote, and, telling 
the admiral that was not the way 
to conquer countries, he tore the 
list to pieces and indignantly 
threw. it into the sea. Was it any 
wonder that his officers and men 
loved him? On one occasion a 
Scottish captain, who had been 
invited to dine with Wolfe, was 
also invited by*some other officers 
for the day. “You must excuse 
me,’ he said, “as I am already en- 
gaged to Wolfe.” A smart subal- 
tern having observed that he 
ought to have expressed himelf 
more respectfully and said “Gen- 
eral Wolfe,” the Scot retorted: 
“Sir, we never say, General Alex- 
ander or General Caesar. Why 
then General Wolfe?”

HOW AUSTRALIA FOUGHT 
THE DEPRESSION 

Editor Bulletin: Australia 
becn developed from the begin- 
ning almost entirely by British 
capital. The value of British in- 
vestments in Australia today is 
estimated at over £600,000,000 and 
the return to British investors 
from government stocks alone is 
128,000,000 prr annum. Since 
1901 over (400,000,000 in interest 
has been paid to British holders 
of Australian government stocks, 
and there has never been default. 

The fall in prices was most 
severe in those commodities upon 


has 


whieh Avustralia depends for her 


export trade, and whereas prior 
to the depression in 1928-29, Aus- 
tralia exported merchandise to 
the value of (£128,000 000, the value 
in 1930-32 was only £75,000,000 
From her exports Australia has 
to pay for her imports, 
but to provide the funds neces- 
sary to meet her obligations 
British bondholders. It was nec- 
essary, in order to bring about 
the required balance of trade, to 


not only 


to 


| restrict imports besides the stimu- 


lation of production for export. 
The result was that for the year 
1931-42, Australia had a favorable 
balance of trade of £34,000,000, a 
sum more than sufficient to meet 
her governmental and private ob- 
ligations overseas. The process 
of internal adjustment has been 
equally drastic and has called 
for sacrifices on the part of all 
Classes of people. As the result 
of financlal rehabilitation which 
Was put into operation in 1931, a 
reduction of 20 per cent. in all ad- 
justable governmental ex pendi- 
ture has been effected. 


The reduction embraced every 


| form of expenditure, with the ex- 


ception of interest and sinking 
fund on the external debt. The 
whole internal debt WSs Success- 
fully converted on the basis of a 
reduction of 224% per cent. in in- | 


terest rates, and an annual saving 
of 16,500,000 effected. All social 
services suffered, including old 
age, invalid and even soldiers’ 
pensions. Wages and salaries were 
reduced from 20 to 30 per cent. 
A reduction of interest on de- 
posits was also brought about. An 
estimated budget deficit of the 
Commonwealth and state govern- 
ments for 1931-32 of 140,000,000 
was reduced to {20,000,000. Actu- 
ally the Commonwealth deficit of 
£ 20,000,000 which was in prospect, 
was turned into a surplus of {1,- 
300,000. During the current year 
the total deficits of the country 
will be reduced to between 48,- 
000,000 and £ 9,000,000. 


Prior to the slump in commod- 
ity prices which reduced Alstral- 
jas purchasing power, and neces- 
sitated the imposition of tempor- 
ary restrictions on imports, Aus- 
tralia was Great Britain's second 
best customer. The effect of the 
depression has been to reduce 
temporarily Australia’s purchases 
from Great Britain to £20,000,000 
per annum. 

Australia abandoned the gold 
Standard in March of 1930. Just 
16 months before Great Britain 
abandoned the same, and the Aus- 
tralian pound immediately fell to 
less than $260.50 in New York 
ferms, its par being $486.66, Its 
present value as at September of 
1933 was $3.3813 and that of 
Great Britain $4649915. The Com- 
monwealth government have not 
defaulted on any of its bonds Its 
5, St: and 6 per cents are main- 
taining a good price on the mar- 
ket.

After the massaging, the hair 
should be brushed thoroughly with 
a flexible-bristled brush, until 
every bit of the mixture has been 
removed. Then the hair should be 
parted at close intervals, a towel 
should be slightly dampened, and 
the scalp should be rubbed at each 
parting, in order to cleanse it. This 
will leave the hair clean and glossy. 

The third of this series of home- 
administered dry shampoos is com- 
posed solely of egg whites. To pre- 
pare it, take the white of two eggs 
and beat them toa stiff consistency. 
Then apply the egg whites to your 
hair generously, and massage your 
scalp well with your finger tips. 
After the massaging. permit the egg 
whites to dry thoroughly on the 
hair. | 

When the egg whites are entirely 
dry, the hair should be brushed 
briskly with a good. flexible brush. 
This will remove all the flakes of 
egg white. Then, as in the other 
routines, the hair should be parted 
at close intervals, and the scalp rub- 
bed with a dampened cloth. This

Large Surpluses of Butter, 
~ Cheese, Eggs Went to 
United Kingdom 


OTTAWA, Oct. 13.-—A_ heavy 
movement of butter, cheese and 
eggs from Canada to the United 
Kingdom “set in during September 
According to figures released today 
by the Dominion bureau of statis- 
tics. With substantial stocks particu- 
lary of butter and eggs in storage 
in Canada at the end of August 
steps were taken to bring down the 
surplus of exportations. 

During September 17.199 cwt. of 
butter was exported, the bulk going 
to the United Kingdom. The value 
was $302,766. In August only $22.730 
avorth was exported and in Septem- 

r 1932. the exports were valued 
St $22.229. On October 1, Canada 
Btill had in storage 38.874.372 pounds 
of butter as compared with 32,577,- 
227 pounds on October 1, 1932. This 
is however a considerable falling 
off comparafively from the month 
Defore. 

September was a heavy month in 
the export of cheese. Last month 
Canada shipped out 141.205 cwt 
chiefly to the United Kingdom, the 
value being $1,497,006. This slightly 
more than a year ago when the Sep- 
tember figures were $1,468,429. In 
August this year the value was only 
$694,627. 

On Oct. 1 Canada still had in stor- 
@ge 31,393.340 pounds of cheese as 
compared with 21,764.008 on Oct 
3932. Egg exports jumped in Sep-

Expert Evidence Supplied 
During Trial of Uni- 
versity Case 


Initiation of freshmen has been 
banned or had ccased in most of the 
15 universities in the United States 
that he visited this summer to make 
a check on condition; pertaining to 
hazing and kindered matters, stated 
Dean J. Weir, of the department of 
law, testifying for the defence in 


the $200,000 damage action against 
the University of Alberta. the Uni- 
versity Senaic and the University 
Board of Governors, now in its sec- 
ond week before Mr. Justice Ives 
in supreme court 

Dr. Weir, who is a graduate of the 
universities of Saskatchewan and 
Oxford, said that in one state 
Texas, it is a criminal offence to 
haze a f-eshman at a university 

The preseni action arises through 
Charles John Armand Powlett 
freshman at the University of Al- 
berta in 1932, being allegedly driv- 
en insane through the persecutions 
inflicted on him during initiation 
ceremonies. His father, Charles 
Horatio Armand Powlttt, brought 
the action, 

Some strange fatalities to fresh- 
men were unearthed by Dr. Weir in 
the course of his investigations 
One student had been shot dead 
by a farmer while robbing an or- 
chard under orders of senior 
students. 

In another case. a student of a 
coast university who had been tak- 
en for a ride in the country by 
other students, stripped of most of 
his clothing and left tied to a tree, 
has subsequently died 

Dr. Weir said that one informant 
of his had explained that initiation 
ceremoni*s generally prevailed in 
the smaller centres of learning in 
the larger universities there was 
little distinction between freshmen 
and sophomores 

At one university, the situation 
had been complicated by, students 
who were members of the K!lu Klux 
Klan kidnapping and _ punishing 
students 

It was testified by Dr. Weir that 
at the University of North Dakota 
hazing had disappeared as a result 
of one student's spine being per- 
manently injured while being “siat- 
ted” with barrel staves 

Minnesota university banned haz- 
ing, but allowed a big fight, before 
wh'ch all students were medically 
examined. 

At Wisconsin university, Dr. Weir 
had been told that “hazing was the 
mark of a small! institution.” The 
students there had been persuaded 
to abandon hezing 

Students when they enter North- 
western university at Evanston, 
Illinois, take a pledge not to indulge 
in hazing 

At Illino's university, the hazing 
of freshmen had disappeared: it had 
been forbidden there. At this and 
many other colleges, however, there

Stanford University in Cali- 
fornia, had experienced serious 
trouble through hazing and students’ 
brawls’ until after the war, when 
students who had served overseas 
put an end to the practice 

At the University of Berkeley 
California, hazing had never been 
formally established and students 
had got tired of it as the institution 

There is no hazing at the Univer 
sity of Oregon at present 

The University of Washington 
abandoned hazing some 10 years 
ago, when a student tied to a tree 
had died 

Summing up, Dr. Weir stated that 
as institutions got larger, hazing 
disappeared. It was a serious prob 
lem. however, in those institutions 
which were about the same size as 
Alberta University 

Dr. Weir stated that while he was 
at Merton College, Oxford, he had 
not been subjected to any hazing 
and the policy there was to ignore 
the freshman 


PROVOST TESTIFIES 

Dr. J. M. MacEachran, professor 
of philosophy and provost at the 
University of Alberta, was the next 
witness. He is a graduate of Queens 
served overseas with the artillery 
took post-graduate courses at Leip- 
zig. Berlin and Sorbonne (Paris) 
universities, and has been in his 
resent position at the University 
with the exception of his front-line 
service—since a year after the Uni- 
versity here was started. He was the 
officer in charge of student discip-

Dr. MacKachran could not recall | 


much of the condition in the ear- 
lier years, except in the fall of 1915 
on the occasion when the freshmen 
had given the sophomores a dinner 
instead of going through the hazing 
proceedings. “That wes a bad year 
the worst we have ever had,” the 
doctor admitted 

The dinner had been held instead 
of the initiation ceremonies, becaus¢ 
it was thought that it might have a 
bad effect to have a lot of cere- 
monies when the country was at 
war 

Tt was explained by witness that 
one freshman had come to him and 
complained about having to carry 
out the orders of sophomores, and 
Dr. MacEachran had told him that 
he was not under any obligation to 
obey the rules of sophomores 


LIQUOR—GAMBLING 

Dr. MacBachran explained that 
he found conditions very bad on hi 
return from oversea There wa 
considerable difficulty about 
liquor,” he added 

I heard all kinds of rumors about 
what was going on but these were 
exaggerated,” he affirmed 

There had been a difficulty about 
gambling. The students at fault in 
this case had been old soldiers, but 
they made a rule that no freshmen 

ere allowed to gamble 

Dr. MacEachran explained that 
he had solved this difficulty by 
pointing out to the offenders that 
they could not afford to gamble. He 
had not tried to lay down any hard 
and fast rules—that was a weak- 
ness, he said 

The students had conferred with 
him and he had _ put the situation 
frankly up to them, with the result 
that gambling had ceased to be- 
come a problem. He had alway 
found that the students loyally sup- 
ported him in decision of this 
}nature and that he could trust 


them 
. 
“VET” STUDENTS DRANK 
Speaking of the stories of drink- 


ing. Dr. MacEachran admitted that 


this was pre alent among re turned 
men students at the university. He 
realized what these men had gone 


through: many of them had been 
seriously wounded, Some had cried 
for expulsion of the offenders. but 
again he had taken the line of rea- 
son and conciliation and this prob 
lent had also vanished 

The provost had simply explained 
| to the offenders that they were 
hurting the go@d name of the Uni- 
versity by their behavior and again 
| he had found that his faith was not 
| misplaced 
| Dr. MacEachran admitted that it 
appeared to him on his return from 
overseas that the initiation cere- 
monies were muc h more in evi 
dence than before the war 

“It was a new problem,” the pro- 
vost frankly admitted 

He had seen drilling of squads of 
freshmen, the quaint uniforms that 
freshmen were compelled to wear, 
the giving of college yells on com- 
mand.
